DORENA REFUGEES 
ROOSTED IN TREES 


Cairo, 111., April 
27.—After 
ten 
days amid scenes of suffering 
and 
flooded ruin, the feiTy boat Pilgrim 
of the Tri-State Ferry Company re 
turned to Cairo late yesterday from 
the vicinity of Dorena, Mo., where a 
levee burst April 16, inundating thou­ 
sands of acres and causing unestimat­ 
ed property damage. 
The tales of suffering and desola­ 
tion caused by the flooded Mississip­ 
pi River were told by Capt. William 
Jeremy of the ferry. The 
Pilgrim, 
with other boats, worked under direc 
tion of Capt. A. A. Barnard of 
the 
Coast Guard cutter 
Kankakee 
and 
rescued about 300 persons from near 
Dorena, taking them 
to 
Columbus 
and Hickman, Ky., refugee camps. 
"Words cannot picture 
the scenes 
we witnessed**, said Captain Jeremy. 
We found 
people roosted 
in trees 
like birds and marooned on the roofs 
of houses and barns. 
The cold snap 
of last week added to the suffering of 
these people and in many cases we 
found people on the point of collapse 
from exposure and lack of food’*. 
Loss o^ live stock 
in the Dorena 
district is believed heavy, and dam­ 
age to crops and buildings 
will 
be 
enormous, Capt. Jeremy said. 
Hous­ 
es were swept from their foundations 
and carried off like bobbing corks on 
the crest of the raging torrent,

AT CAPE GIRARDEAU 


Cape Girardeau, Missouri 
April 29, 1927.

Dear Sir: 
I read a very aptly stated editorial 
in your paper last week, concerning 
the fact that you had read 
nothing 
about the flood in 
Cape 
Girardeau. 
Just to give you some 
information, 
and to 
enlighten 
other 
wondering 
people, is my purpose in writing this 
letter. 
From reading the papers one would 
not, or could not, know of the num­ 
ber of homes in Cape Girardeau that 
were flooded. 
I can give the names 
of thirty white families and forty ne­ 
gro families who had to leave their 
homes because of the flood 
in 
the 
southern 
part of Cape-Smelterville.. 
Besides, many whose names 1 do not 
know, had to move also. 
Most of these families were com­ 
pelled to move out and leave 
their 
furniture 
and 
clothes—in 
several 
cases that was 
all 
they 
possessed. 
Every bit of furniture left was wa­ 
ter-soaked and 
ruined. These 
fam­ 
ilies, in most cases w’ere 
poor, and 
lived only by working. 
During 
the 
flood the factories have been closed 
and the heads of many of these fam­ 
ilies were thrown out of work. 
Yet you have never heard a w’ord 
about what Cape Girardeau is doing 
for her own people. I have not heard 
of one person in the flooded section of 
this city, who has received a dollar 
from the sums that have been raised 
here for flood 
sufferers. 
The 
only 
aid they have received has been from 
the Salvation Army, and—in case of 
a few negroes—from w’hite families 
fo r whom they worked.. 
The Salva­ 
tion Army is limited in 
its 
means, 
for its annual drive last fall was not 
highly 
successful. 
Merchants 
have 
extended credit to some who are out 
of work. 
I know one blind widow, who has a 
daughter who is almost 
blind, 
who 
was forced to move out of the water 
and leave her best 
furniture. 
This 
woman draws a blind pension 
from 
the State. 
The 
quarterly 
payment 
was due April 1, and she-hasn’t 
re­ 
ceived her check yet. I have not heard 
of anyone giving her anything. 
I think it may be said to the credit 
of these people that they have been 
able to take care of themselves. How­ 
ever, many 
of 
these 
families 
are 
crowded together in very unsanitary 
conditions. 
What is there for some of them to 
do w'hen their houses are off the foun­ 
dations and the furniture ruined?

With the river high crest at 
only 
48.5 feet, the water in New Madrid 
City behind the levee reached a crest 
of 45.5 or 46 feet. This difference in 
elevation was due to the fact that the 
water poured over and through the 
levee near Farrenburg and came into 
the city with 
no outlet, piling 
up 
higher and higher until the levee 
gave way relieving the situation. 
It 
was the first real severe test for our 
ievee since its construction and many 
of our citizens became alarmed 
and 
fled when the news of the levee break 
at Dorena 
occurred at 
4:00 a. m. 
Saturday April 16th. 
Few Persons Remain 
A fight was made by a large force 
of men from Lilbourn, 
Parma 
and 
Gideon who came to assist in holding 
the New Madrid levee from New Mad­ 
rid to 
Farrenburg. The large vol­ 
ume of water from the Dorena break 
filled the St. John Bayou basin 
and 
began rising on 
the New Madrid 
levee Sunday at the rate of 2 inches 
per hour. The fight was made by the 
men on the levee until Monday night 
when the water kept gaining 
faster 
than the sand 
bags could 
be laid 
About midnight' the 
New 
Madrid 
levee gave way, east of 
LaForge, 
near Riggs’ ditch. 
Fire Alarm Warns Citizens 
The citizens had been advised 
by 
the Levee Board and 
City 
officials 
that should any danger occur or the 
levee give way the fire alarm would 
be sounded. 
At 2:00 a. m. Tuesday, 
the citizens were 
aroused 
by 
the 
alarm when it was found 
that 
the 
levee 
protecting 
the 
city had giv­ 
en way. 
The women 
and 
children 
screamed and the men not 
knowing 
how soon the water would arrive 
in 
the city, got their families and hur­ 
riedly left the city. Many fled to the 
leVee at the foot of Main Street and 
walked west one mile in the sand to 
high ground, others jumped in their 
cars and fled north to Sikeston. 
Water Comes In City Tuesday Night 
Tuesday night by 8:00 o’clock, the 
water began pouring into 
the 
city 
with the rise being about 3 inches per 
hour. The levee at the West Dawson 
place in the city 
which 
had 
been 
threatening to give way before 
the 
city could fill up was held 
success­ 
fully and it was with a sigh of relief 
when the water began to fill the town, 
as it was believed that 
should 
the 
levee break 
at the West 
Dawson 
house, the current would sweep 
the 
business section into the river. Wed­ 
nesday morning the few citizens who 
had remained in the city, found that 
the water was then from 2 to 2H feet 
higher inside the levee than in 
the 
river. The problem then arose where 
would be the most advisable place to 
cut the levee to let the water out as 
the rise inside was still 
continuing. 
Before a decision could be 
reached, 
the levee at West Dawson’s gave way 
and relief was soon given. 
The 
50 
foot gap began to widen and 
work 
south on the levee and on Saturday 
a 300-foot gap was washed out. The 
water remaining 
continuously 
one 
foot higher in the city than in 
the 
river. 
River 
Steadily Falling 
The river began falling Friday and 
by today will have fallen about two 
feet. The rivers above are all falling 
and the river is soon expected to be 
back into it banks in this section. 
Great Damage 
The damage wrought by the 
flood 
waters is 
hard to 
estimate. 
Only 
four houses in New Madrid had 
no 
water to get into them, they 
being 
the Court House, County Jail, E. A. 
Loud and Mrs. Augusta PinnelPs res­ 
idences. All others were more or less 
damaged and the business houses all 
suffered losses. 
The two stave mills 
estimate their loss between 
$25,000 
to $50,000 each. 
The greatest dam­ 
age to the country was done by the 
overflow of a vast 
area 
of fertile 
farm lands and loss of live stock. 
Water Spreads To Lilbourn 
After reaching from 6 to 12 
feet 
deep in New Madrid the water pass­ 
ed over to the Washout to Little Riv­ 
er, washing out the 
Frisco 
tracks 
north of Lilbourn, and flooded 
Lil­ 
bourn, with 2 to 3 feet of water. The 
citizens 
of 
Lilbourn 
and territory 
west to the Floodway, became alarm­ 
ed and fled to Marston, Portageville 
and Parma. 
Red Cross Comes To Rescue 
The American Red Cross Society 
established headquarters at Sikeston. 
where about 300 refugees of New Ma­ 
drid were cared for 
at 
the 
Fair 
Grounds. 
Others from New Madrid 
were cared for at the homes of the 
Sikeston citizens, who so generously 
threw open their doors to those who 
had been compelled to 
leave 
their 
homes. 
We have been requested by 
our citizens to express their appre­ 
ciation to the Sikeston 
people 
for 
their 
helpful 
assistance, especially 
to the Dempster Furniture Co. and 
Cole Furniture Co., 
who 
furnished 
vacant home* 
in the city 
without 
charge. 
The four telephone girls in 
New 
Madrid and Wm. Byers, wire chief, 
stuck steadfastly to their posts ia 


New Madrid and kept the only means 
of communication open to the outside 
world. 
The water is falling at the rate of 
4 inches daily, but this is expected to 
increase soon and by Monday of next 
week our citizens will be abl^, to re­ 
turn to their 
homes.—New 
Madrid 
Record. 


BLAMES GOVERNMENT POLICY 
FOR FLOODS IN MISSISSIPPI 


Chattanooga, Tenn., April 27.—The 
flood situation along the 
Mississippi 
and other rivers, is "an eternal dis­ 
grace to the Government of the Unit­ 
ed States", said Lachlan Macleay of 
St. Louis, secretary of the Mississip­ 
pi Valley Association, today in speak­ 
ing before the annual convention of 
the Southern Commercial Secretaries’ 
Association. 
“So closely related is river control 
to river improvement that good busi­ 
ness practice and 
capable 
business 
administration would treat it as one 
problem", he said. “The Government 
does nothing of the 
kind. 
It 
has 
created a separate bureau to handle 
flood control and has limited its scope 
to only part of the river system. The 
place to stop floods is 
where 
they 
originate. 
Reforest the great areas 
at the heads of the rivers. Impound 
the waters in the mountain canyons 
where hydro-electric power and 
irri­ 
gation systems can be developed. Put 
a stop to the draining of swamps by 
land speculators and turn these great 
natural 
reservoirs 
into 
breeding 
places for wild game and fish’’.

Washington, April 28.—Flood con­ 
trol legislation promises to come to 
the fore at the next session of Con­ 
gress because of the lesson 
learned

COMBINATION FERTILIZER 
FOR BEST MELONS—RENNER 


Manure and fertilizer both 
should 
be used to make the best 
possible 
plant food combination for watermel­ 
ons, says County Agent Renner. Use 
a large shoveful of barnyard manure 
and scatter it down the furrow about 
a foot and a half in each direction 
from 
the 
hill. 
Then 
just 
before 
planting put a jar lid full of 3-12-4 
or 3-8-6 fertilizer in each hill. Scat­ 
ter the fertilizer and be sure not to 
throw it down in a bunch as the roots 
of the plant cannot take it up unless 
it is mixed with the soil and dissolv­ 
ed. 
The above rate means using about 
100 to 125 pounds of fertilizer to the 
acre. A like amount should be put on 
as a side dressing when the vines first 
start to run. 
Do not trust to luck to make your 
melon crop. 
I-iearn what is best 
to 
do and then do it. Cut your acreage 
down to what you can tend to proper­ 
ly. 
Five acres 
properly 
fertilized, 
thinned, ‘‘bugged’’ and 
pruned 
will 
clear you more money than ten acres 
wall if carelessly handled.
